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Campaign to scrap traffic 
lights in polluted Boot Hill 


A CAMPAIGN has been put into first 
gear to scrap traffic lights on Wey¬ 
mouth’s Boot Hill. 

Residents who live in the street, one 
of the most polluted in the borough, 
have long said that it’s stop-start traffic 
going uphill which is causing the chok¬ 
ing fumes which affect their homes and 
their health. 

The latest campaign, to scrap the 
lights, comes from the borough’s Tory 
group. 

“While the building of the Western 
Relief Road (now re-christened the 
Jurassic Coast Highway) is many years 
off Conservative Borough Councillors 
believe the designed bottleneck at the 
top of Boot Hill should be removed as 
soon as possible and are organising a

campaign to scrap the lights,” said 
Councillor Ian Bruce this week. 

The senior councillor, who heads the 
borough council’s management com¬ 
mittee, claimed: “Traffic engineers say 
the system is working well and do not 
want to return the traffic lights to a mini 
roundabout that worked so well in the 
past freeing up traffic. 

“What traffic Engineers are reluctant 
to tell people is that ‘working well’ 
means that the system is designed to 
put people off travelling to Portland via 
Boot Hill and wanting them to use 
Lanehouse Rocks Road and there is ev¬ 
idence that that has happened. How¬ 


ever, in doing so the unintended conse¬ 
quences is that many motorists travel 
for even more miles creating pollution, 
those that don’t take a detour cause 
more pollution queueing on Boot Hill 
and that the congestion on Lanehouse 
Rocks Road is even worse than it was 
before.” 

The announcement comes within 
days of changes to the road junction 
markings at the bottom of the hill, be¬ 
tween Asda and the town’s former fire 
station. 

Many residents have taken to social 
media to complain that the new layout 
is even more confusing than it was be¬ 
fore and are calling for the roundabouts 
to be returned - something which traf¬ 
fic engineers say they are not prepared 


to countenance at the moment. 

“We will be monitoring to make sure 
that the changes have improved traffic 
flow through the junction, particularly 
northbound down Boot Hill,” said a 
spokesman. 

A recent resident’s public meeting 
heard complaints that an air pollution 
monitoring device at Boot Hill had 
been found to be inactive for nine 
months following a fault. 

There was also concern that the ma¬ 
chine should have been nearer the bot¬ 
tom of the hill to give a more accurate 
picture. 

Green Party campaign organiser Caz 
Dennett, who chaired the meeting, said 
that the data from that machine is due 
to be released in the next few weeks.

999 which resulted in an hour-long 
exercise to extract missing Wey¬ 
mouth man Peter Davidson. 

Fire and Rescue staff, using ropes 
and pulleys, rescued Mr Davidson 


who was said to be "bruised and 
battered" with a waiting ambu¬ 
lance taking him to the County 
Hospital in Dorchester where he 
was checked over and treated. 

Mr Davidson, 63, had been re¬ 
ported missing from his Wey¬ 
mouth family the previous day 
after he failed to return.

TAMSIN Chandler is behind the new Brid¬ 
port Food Market, launching this Sunday at 
St Michael's Trading Estate. 

She has worked in many industries includ¬ 
ing music, festivals and events, journalism 
and management before settling in West 
Dorset and focusing on local produce and 
producers. 


• WHEN did you move to Dorset and why? 

I MOVED down to Devon and then Dorset almost five 
years ago now, following an exhausting three year pe¬ 
riod working 9-10 hour days in London, on top of the 
dreaded daily peak hour commute and some other se¬ 
rious personal matters. 

I was burned out and strung out from working and 
playing hard in big cities for many years. My mum's 
family hails from East Sussex and I started to remember 
how happy I had been, aged six and then 16, living in 
the English countryside. 

I was a bit of a Twitter activist in London and one day 
I saw a tweet from Otter Farm in Devon advertising a 
job for a horticulturalist. Impulsively, despite having ab¬ 
solutely no experience with gardening or farming, I 
contacted them to see if I could apply. I received a kind 
and polite no! 

That planted the seed, though - pardon the pun. 
Soon afterwards, I handed in my notice and put every¬ 
thing in storage. 

Eventually, I volunteered at Trill Farm in Musbury for 
a few weeks and my time there had a profound effect 
on me. Everyone I met seemed to be telling me to 
move to Bridport and I thought,"why not?". I'm a strong 
advocate of "why not". I've been in Bridport ever since 
and I've come to love it. 

• TELL us a bit about what 
you are currently working on? 

BRIDPORT Food Market. It's a weekly food and farmers' 
market launching on Sunday, March 27th at St 
Michael's Trading Estate, operating every Sunday from 
9am-3pm. 

I've worked in the local food sector in many different 
ways since coming to Bridport - mainly helping out 
small food businesses wherever they needed some as¬ 
sistance. 

This included manning stands at festivals and food 
shows, consulting on branding and marketing, build¬ 
ing websites, networking and helping to promote 
them and increase sales. Also a lot of pep talks. 

Founding Bridport Food Market is a dream come true 
for me, really. It pulls together so many of my interests, 
skills, friends and contacts. 

I'm excited about what we can all create down at St 
Michael's. The great thing is Bridport Food Market co¬ 
incides with the already popular Arts & Vintage Sunday 
once a month. It's going to be a great place to hang out 
on lazy Sundays. 



• WHERE did you get the inspiration 
and idea for Bridport Food Market? 

Due to my interest in - and connections within - the 
local food sector in the area, Communities Living Sus¬ 
tainably Dorset contracted me to set up FoodFuture 
Bridport and complete research into the sourcing 
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habits of local food businesses with a view to produc¬ 
ing a report, a Local Food Map and corresponding sup¬ 
plier lists. 

There seemed to be a consistent, but simple, discon¬ 
nect in our local food system which was highlighted by 
my friend Ash Wheeler, the grower at Trill Farm and a 
representative of Landworkers' Alliance. 

He said the biggest problem food growers and pro¬ 
ducers faced was getting their produce to the public. 
Conversely, I discovered, the public was keen to buy lo¬ 
cally produced foods but didn't know where to find 
them. 

I just put two and two together, spoke to lots of peo¬ 
ple, approached Hayward & Co (the landowners at St 
Michael's) and Daryl Chambers, the town surveyor. We 
all agreed it was a good idea and would be of great 
benefit to Bridport. So, almost eight months later, it's 
finally happening! 

Markets, for me, are the best places to shop for food. 
The people who produce the foods are also selling 
them. They're passionate about what they do and they 
enjoy sharing their knowledge. The food is fresh and 
'real'and, at a good market, reflects the culture of the 
surrounding area. 

Markets are varied, vibrant and educational. They're 
also affordable. The foods grown in and around Brid¬ 
port are plentiful and of amazing quality. You're buying 
veg that was grown up the road, picked that morning 
or the day before; you're buying meat from animals 
reared up the road and you know they've been reared 
ethically and sustainably; you're buying bread that was 
baked a few hours ago. You know the growers and 
farmers. You come to appreciate how hard they work 
and how lucky you are to have them. 

At markets, you cut out the middleman and all the 
overhead costs - the money goes straight to the person 
who toiled to bring you the food. Add the pleasure of 
shopping at a great food market to the existing passion 
and support from producers and the community and I 
can't see why Bridport Food Market won't go from 
strength to strength.

A 10-year-old girl told 
a relative that she had 
run away from a man 
who grabbed her leg. 

He had stopped her 
where she was cycling 
in Prospect Place to ask 
her to help him look for 
a puppy. 

When the girl strug¬ 
gled free and ran away 
the man fled across 
nearby fields. 

Police say the incident 
happened around 5 pm 
on Sunday, March 13th. 

Prospect Place is an 
unmade cul-de-sac close 
to Upwey’s Royal Stan¬ 
dard pub. 

Police say the girl was 
left upset, but uninjured. 

They say the offender 
is described as white, 
tall and with stubble 
around his mouth. He 
wore a white T-shirt 
with a skull and cross- 
bones design on it, a 
green army jacket, a 
black beanie hat, black 
fingerless gloves and 
grey trousers with red 
paint stains on them.

Campaigners fear quarry extension 
plans will be detrimental to coast 


CAMPAIGNERS on Portland, opposing plans to extend 
stone quarrying, are to meet this Thursday, March 25th, to 
decide their next steps. 

Plans to work areas of stone on the coastal strip are already 
the subject of a legal dispute between the county council and 
stone firms. 

Residents say that if the extraction is allowed it will be 
detrimental to the Jurassic Coast and the lives of residents 
in and around Southwell. 

A Trust has already been formed by residents to protect the 
area, with a meeting this Thursday at the Girt Hall between 
6.30pm and 9pm to discuss what to do next. 

Organiser of a previous public meeting, Penny Grigg, said

she hopes that the community can work together to ensure 
that the area is protected in perpetuity under a Trust. 

Dorset county council modified permissions in 2009 to 
prevent quarrying in sensitive areas, which is being chal¬ 
lenged by Stone Firms, with the case expected be heard at 
the Lands Tribunal in June. 

The company, which has rights to quarry on the coast and 
access to land north of Southwell, is claiming that the county 
council modification order will prevent them carrying out 
their lawful business to extract millions of tons of stone. 


It is claiming £18million compensation from the county 
council. 

The company say the rights to quarry the strip of land 
were granted originally in the 1950's. 

Amongst the claims being made by protestors is that 
beach huts, many of which have stood since the 1930s, 
may either have to be cleared out of the way, or that they 
will end up surrounded by spoil from the quarrying oper¬ 
ation. 

The company says that it does not want to quarry near 
the huts and would rather start at the other end of the strip, 
but is unable to access it because of the change in permis¬ 
sion by Dorset County Council.

She added that among 
museum events this 
year will be a Roman 
Day when visitors can 
browse a number of 
mystery objects and a 
Collectors Day. Both 
events are in August. 

There will also be a 
Local History Day held 
in September and a 
Hallowe’en Story Time 


held in October. 

Pauline said: “Our 
children’s corner is 
now an open display of 
the heritage toys from 
Holy Trinity School 
and it just awaiting the 
arrival of a bright yel¬ 
low teddy bear who is 
going to sit on the rock¬ 
ing horse. The red train 
also makes a very 
cheerful addition to the 
comer. 

“We are all hoping 
that thousands of peo¬ 
ple will come to visit us 
during the 2016 season, 
particularly members 
of the local community 
who will be able to see 
scores of objects we 
have now been able to 
bring out which previ¬ 
ously had to be left in 
store.”

EXTRA tourists could 
be making their way to 
Dorchester and Wey¬ 
mouth from May after 
plans were revealed to 
run trains through 
North Dorset and Salis¬ 
bury in a new direct 
route. 

South West Trains say 
it wants to make better 
use of the two Yeovil 
staions, one of which is 
on the Weymouth-Bris- 
tol line, with the other 
on the Waterloo-Exeter 
line. 

Subject to agreement 
from the regulator new 
direct services on sum¬ 
mer Saturdays could 
run to Weymouth and 
Dorchester from Sher¬ 
borne, Gillingham and 
Salisbury. 

could start this May 
subject to consultation 
and regulatory ap¬ 
proval. 

Under the proposed 
changes South West 
Trains will also serve 
Maiden Newton, 
Thornford, Yetminster 
and Chetnole on sum¬ 
mer Saturdays. 

Richard Drax, MP for 
South Dorset, wel¬ 
comed the proposals by 
South West Trains. 

The “seaside specials” 
could run from May 
21st to September 3rd. 
It is envisaged that they 
would arrive in Wey¬ 


mouth at approxi¬ 
mately 11.15 and leave 
again around 5 pm, giv¬ 
ing visitors and fami¬ 
lies time at the beach. 

“This is a great idea,” 
said Mr Drax. “Wey¬ 
mouth is a wonderful 
destination for day trip¬ 
pers and those who 
want to stay longer. We 


have clear waters, 
golden beaches and 
some great shops and 
restaurants. This will 
boost our tourism and 
local businesses and 
once these visitors see 
what Weymouth has to 
offer, I’m sure they’ll 
be back.” 

“We have long cam¬ 


paigned for better rail 
connectivity for Wey¬ 
mouth. It is at the end 
of the Waterloo line 
and only two trains an 
hour arrive from Lon¬ 
don after a three-hour 
journey. Opening up 
routes to North Dorset 
and East Devon and be¬ 
yond will serve us well 
now and with any luck, 
might show a way for¬ 
ward for the future.”

M EMBERS from across the three 
councils have met in Dorchester 
to discuss the future of local gov¬ 
ernment, as agreed within the councils' an¬ 
nual budget process. 

Higher than expected government funding cuts 
have led to senior council officers and councillors 
exploring further ways to provide transformed and 
sustainable services. A stable budget has been cre¬ 
ated for 2016/17, but the budget position for each 
council in the subsequent three years remains 
“challenging”.

THE move towards a unitary authority sys¬ 
tem in Dorset is being led by the county 
council which has already decided which 
way they want to go. 

As reported in last week’s View from , Dorset 
County Council have debated six options for re¬ 
ducing the number of uthorities in the county. 

A clear majority of councillors voted to change 
to a model of two unitary councils, made up of ei¬ 
ther one unitary council for the current county 
council area and one for Bournemouth and Poole, 
or one for the area of East Dorset, North Dorset, 
Purbeck, West Dorset, Weymouth and Portland and 
one for Bournemouth, Poole and Christchurch. 

Cllr Robert Gould, former leader of West Dorset 
District Council and now leader of Dorset County 
Council, is leading the call for change. 

He said: “We had a thorough debate in which 
nearly all county councillors had their say. 

“It was encouraging to see agreement that we 
need to change and do things better for the people 
of Dorset. 

“We now have a clear consensus around having 
one new council serving the whole ‘shire’ Dorset 
area, with an enhanced role for town and parish 
councils to deliver local services and strengthen 
their identity. 


■ A new unitary system will see the 
demise of other local councils, includ¬ 
ing West Dorset District and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Borough, as early 
as 2019. The move could also see 
greater responsibilies being devolved 
to town and parish councils. 


“This would simplify the structure of local gov¬ 
ernment for residents, save money and help our 
case for a really ambitious devolution deal for 
Dorset. 

“We will continue to work with the other Dorset 
councils to develop a solution for the whole county. 

Great opportunity 

“A key part of this will be consulting with local 
people to make sure everyone has a chance to be 
involved. 

“This is a great opportunity for the whole of 
Dorset to create something that supports the future 
needs and ambitions of the county.” 

The vote is not a binding decision for the council. 
The council voted unanimously to do more work 
on the preferred options and a report will be 
brought to its meeting with a view to developing a 
full business case. 


Before the council makes any decisions, it will 
give local people the chance to have their say in a 
public consultation, which is likely to be held in 
the summer. 

As the move towards a unitary system gathers 
pace, there is a growing acceptance that time is up 
for the county’s other main councils - West Dorset 
District, Weymouth and Portland Borough, 
Purbeck District, East Dorset District, North 
Dorset District and Christchurch Borough. 

Weymouth and Portland Labour leader and eco¬ 


nomic spokesman Councillor Mike Byatt said that 
the current financial crisis facing local councils 
meant changes would have to be made which 
would mark the end of the borough council in 
Weymouth and Portland. 

He added: “Radical changes to local governe- 
ment in Dorset will mean the borough council will 
become part of a bigger council. 

“By 2019 we could be in a new council for 
Dorset, so councillors will have to make proposals 
and get government backing by early 2017.”

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Weymouth Matters 


A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


■ THIS week's Growing Old Disgracefully looks 
at sleeping in public and whether pensioners 
should be woken up. 

In the last week alone I have seen elderly peo¬ 
ple asleep in cafes, asleep in restaurants, asleep 
in pubs and actually asleep while sat on a 
bench in Weymouth town centre on a cold day! 

Now that takes real skill, but should such doz¬ 
ers be woken up either to make sure they are 
all right or to make sure they don't ruin their 
sleep period at night? 

On balance, I think they should just be left to 
slumber on because however well meaning 
you may be, a sudden return to wakefulness is 
fraught with danger, not for the pensioner but 
for the person doing the waking! 

Shattering the peaceful surrounds of a tea 
room with cries of "Thief! Thief!" as the sleeper 
reacts to being shaken before they are fully 
aware of their surroundings can take a lot of ex¬ 
plaining away. 

So can your"vicious assault"on a snoring sev¬ 
enty-something which sees them jerk awake, 
inhale their dentures and start choking with 
their fingers locked in a death grip on your 
shirt. 

Being told "Well, it looked like you were at¬ 
tacking them" is no consolation after three or 
four angry bystanders jump on you. Blood is 
such a difficult stain to get out of clothes. 

That leaves the "do nothing" option the right 
choice on safety grounds....for you! 


Proper improvements are still neeed 


NEVER in the field of human conflict 
has so much criticism by so many peo¬ 
ple achieved so useless a response. 

I speak of the pitiful “improvements” 
delivered by Dorset County Council 
following an avalanche of criticism 
levelled at the dangerous junction at 
the bottom of Boot Hill. 

DCC bowed to repeated calls for ac¬ 
tion by the public backed up by inde¬ 
pendent consultants but then slashed 
the amount of work it proposed to do, 
claiming a complete overhaul of the 
black spot site was “never on the 
cards”. 

What they furtively carried out over 
a few hours on a quiet Sunday night 
was a lick of lane marking paint on the 
road and a tweak to the timing of traffic 
lights. That, we were assured, was all 
that was needed to solve the “dice- 
with-death” problems at the junction. 

Everyone associated with making 
that cut price decision should hang 
their heads in shame - and £13,000 
was still a laughingly high price to pay 
for the work. 

Because having driven by the scene 
on “improvement” night to view 
groups of workmen stood about, pre¬ 
sumably waiting for the lights to 


change, I took the trouble to go back on 
the Monday morning to see just how 
successful DCC’s efforts were proving. 

I was there at 10.30am, a relatively 
quiet time when the day was well un¬ 
derway and no-one at DCC could ac¬ 
cuse me of visiting at peak rush hour. 
What I saw was frightening. 

In just 15 minutes of light traffic I 
witnessed three near accidents, the 
worst coming when a motorist attempt¬ 
ing to turn right from Westwey Road 
into Newstead Road towards Asda was 
nearly rammed by a car coming down 
Boot Hill and swooping on to the junc¬ 
tion to go up Westwey Road. 

I’d say they missed each other by less 
than two feet and, while a miss is as 
good as a mile, DCC’s so called “im¬ 
provements” clearly aren’t worth the 
paint on the road or the bulbs in the 
traffic lights. 

Other incidents included two drivers 
converging and somehow muddling 
past each other with smiles and shaken 
heads and another where one driver, 
caught betwixt and between, continued 
on and swung into North Quay just 
ahead of traffic moving forward to 
climb Boot Hill. 

The long and the short of it is that 


DCC has done some work but it 
doesn’t appear to have made a blind bit 
of difference, so I repeat what I said 
before. 

Let’s save a whole lot of time wasted 
on claim and counter claim and sim¬ 


ply get the independent consultants 
back in for another review. I think 
they won’t have to alter their original 
recommendations too much that real 
and proper improvements are still 
needed. 


Isle needs to be protected 


TROUBLED times 
seem to be facing the fu¬ 
ture of stone quarrying 
on Portland. 

Island stone is famous 
for its role in construct¬ 
ing many of this coun¬ 
try’s iconic buildings 
such as St Paul’s Cathe¬ 
dral. 

But a major row has 
erupted because Portland 
Stone Firms, which 
bought the rights to 
quarry on the Jurassic 
Coast and access the 
land north of Southwell 
in 2004, is claiming that 
a 2009 county council 
modification order to 


prevent quarrying in sen¬ 
sitive areas means there 
is no longer safe access 
near Southwell. 

The company says that 
means the village itself 
is the only other route 
for quarry vehicles to ac¬ 
cess the site and it wants 
£ 18million compensa¬ 
tion from the authority. 

PSF has spent nearly 
£1 million on legal fees 
ahead of a Lands Tribu¬ 
nal to decide the issues 
on June 4th. 

Southwell residents are 
concerned that, if mining 
does go ahead round the 
village, then the land 


will be lost for genera¬ 
tions. 

Whatever the Tribunal 
decides, the Jurassic 
Coast is a UNESCO 
world heritage site and it 
needs to be safeguarded. 

Whether that involves 
quarrying in one form or 
another, whether com¬ 
pensation is or is not 
owed and whether the 
villagers of Southwell 
are going to find them¬ 
selves in the firing line 
will be a matter for the 
Tribunal....and it looks 
as if it will require the 
wisdom of Solomon to 
sort it all out.

• 1 teaspoon vanilla 

• 1/4 teaspoon salt 

• yellow food colouring 

• 1(12 ounce) bag milk chocolate chips 

FILLING: You're going to be really as¬ 
tounded at how easy this is. 

Cream together the corn syrup, butter 
and vanilla. 

Sift in the confectioner's powdered 
sugar and beat until incorporated. 

Now to get fancy and separate the filling 
into whites and yolks! Take out about a 
third of the filling and stir in some yellow 
food colouring. 

Put the two bowls in the fridge, as 
they're easier to work with once they're 
set up a little. 

SHAPING THE INNARDS: Make little 

yolk balls out of the yellow mixture. Place 
them on some parchment (not foil). Put 
them back in the fridge or even the 



freezer to firm up. 

When the yolks are set up, you can start 
embedding them in the whites. Scoop an 
amount of white filling out and flatten it 
into a cirucle. Place the yolk ball inside, 
and wrap the white around it. Then stick 
them back in the fridge. 

FILLING THE MOULDS: Melt the 

chocolate in a double boiler or in short 
bursts in the microwave. Fill the moulds 
with the chocolate. 

Once the moulds are set, plop a filling 
ball into half of each mould. Using more 
melted chocolate, join the two halves of 
the egg together. 

Finally let set and demould.

Q. I HAVE a mole next to my nose which I have often thought about 
having removed. I am going on a cruise in August to celebrate 
my 50th wedding anniversary and wondered if I would be 
able to have the treatment before then?

When the 
anaesthetic wears off you may feel a slight discom¬ 
fort or stinging, this is fairly mild but if you do wish 
to take paracetamol this will help.

As well as 
being rich in vitamin D, essential for normal 
bones and teeth and for both muscle and im¬ 
mune system function, they are also a good 
source of DHA - one of the omega 3 fatty acids 
- that contributes to normal brain and eye 
function," says Dr Juliet Gray, registered nutri¬ 
tionist and advisor to the British Egg Informa¬ 
tion Service (www.egginfo.co.uk). "Eggs are 
also rich in selenium, important for hair and 
nails, the immune system, and thyroid func¬ 
tion. On top of this, they contain more than 
100% of the Rl [reference intake, formerly RDA] 
for vitamin B12, which we need for red blood 
cell function, and also vitamin A, vitamin B2, fo¬ 
late, biotin, pantothenic acid, iodine and phos¬ 
phorus. All those nutrients in just one single 
food!" 



PACKED FULL OF PROTEIN 


There's been growing emphasis on packing 
plenty of protein into our diets recently. As well 
as being useful for weight management, pro¬ 
tein's role in muscle growth and repair has 
helped up its popularity, as more and more of 
us get serious about our fitness regimes. 
"Whether you're a gym-goer, or just trying to 
eat healthily, the humble egg is an awesome 
food to include in your diet," says Charlie 
Turner, co-founder of Neat Nutrition 
(www.neat-nutrition.com). "Poached eggs and 
avocado is one of my staples; high in protein 
and nutrients, quick and easy to cook, and 
budget-friendly too. Eggs contain all the essen¬ 
tial amino acids which your body needs when 
refuelling after a workout and their high pro¬ 
tein content helps to keep you satiated all 
morning." 

BRILLIANT BREAKFASTS 

When Robson, nutritionist and co-author of 
The Detox Kitchen Bible, teamed up with Gi¬ 


raffe restaurants (www.giraffe.net) to share his 
three golden rules on eating for maximum 
health and happiness, he instantly knew what 
his first tip would be: "Start the day with an 
egg!" 

"Research has shown that people who eat eggs 
at breakfast eat less across the rest of the day 
compared to those who opt for grain-based ce¬ 
reals, as eggs help keep you feeling fuller for 
longer," explains Hobson. They also pair ex¬ 
tremely well with other health-boosters, to su¬ 
percharge your breakfast even more. "Most of 
us don't get enough oily fish, so adding 
smoked salmon will boost those heart health 
omega 3 levels, and your intake of vitamin D, 
which many of us lack." Serve on a bed of 
spinach or slice of granary toast for extra vita¬ 
mins and fibre. 

SUPER SNACKS 

One medium-sized egg contains around 65 
calories, which makes them a fantastic choice 
as a healthy low-calorie snack. For context, 
that's less than a single portion of most types 
of fruit - which isn't to say you should ditch fruit 
in favour of eggs, but if you're looking for low- 
calorie snack inspiration, why not add a hard- 
boiled egg to your daily graze armoury? Not 
only will an egg leave you feeling far more sat¬ 
isfied - therefore keeping hunger pangs at bay 
- than say a packet of crisps (usually 10Okcals 
upwards, depending on the brand) or single di¬ 
gestive biscuit (around 71 keals), they'll also re¬ 
ally count in those healthy-eating efforts, 
thanks to their super-charged nutritional con¬ 
tent. 

WORK WONDERS FOR SKIN 

We're often told that the quality of our diets is 
displayed in our complexions, and eggs rack 
up cracking scores in the skin-enhancing 
stakes. "Eggs contain vitamin A, which helps 
the process of cell development - especially the 
development of new skin cells. This is why vi¬ 
tamin A is often included in beauty products," 
explains Shona Wilkinson, head nutritionist at 
natural health retailer NutriCentre (www.nutri- 
centre.com). "They also contain the antioxi¬ 
dants selenium, which helps prevent free 
radical damage, which is part of the aging 
process, and lutein and zeaxanthin, which help 
protect the skin against UV damage that leads 
to brown spots and wrinkles. They are great 
sources of amino acids which help with gener¬ 
ation of new cells."

Stopping Smoking ? There is something you need to know. 


E-CIGARETTES may not help you quit: Smokers 
using E-cigarettes are 28% less likely to ditch tra¬ 
ditional cigarettes, So says the medical correspon¬ 
dent Ben Spencer who reported on the medical 
study published this year in the Lancet. 

The study has concluded E-cigarettes do not 
help smokers to quit tobacco. 

However these findings have become very con¬ 
troversial and are contrary to leading health offi¬ 
cials in England, who have repeatedly insisted 
that e-cigarettes are a key tool to reduce smoking 
rates. 

The study which was a systematic review of all 
available data on the issue, is the largest to date, 
and evaluated whether e-cigarettes assist smok¬ 
ers in quitting cigarettes. 

Published in the Lancet Respiratory Medicine 
journal, it concluded that e-cigarettes do not help 
smokers quit, and should not be recommended 
for that purpose until there is solid proof that they 
do. 

E-cigarettes contain a liquid form of nicotine 
that is heated into vapor to be inhaled, avoiding 
the harm caused by tobacco smoke. 

While there is little doubt that an e-cigarette is 
less dangerous than a conventional cigarette, the 
most dangerous thing about e-cigarettes is that 
many keep smoking conventional cigarettes too. 

The irony is, that stopping smoking is one of the 
main reasons adults use e-cigarettes, but on the

whole it would seem the effect is less, not more, 
stopping. 

Steven Bernstein of Yale School of Medicine, 
writing in a separate editorial published by The 
Lancet, said that despite concerns over the data 
and findings of the study, it did raise questions 
about the usefulness of e-cigarettes as a quitting 
aid.

With 11 World Championship track cycling wins and six 
Olympic gold medals - plus one silver - under his belt, 
Sir Chris Hoy certainly knows a thing or two about cy¬ 
cling. 

Since announcing his retirement from competitive cy¬ 
cling in 2013, the Edinburgh-born 39-year-old is still pas¬ 
sionate about bikes, and now spends much of his energy 
'pedalling' his HOY Bikes and HOY Vulpine cycling cloth¬ 
ing and accessories ranges. 

The legendary bike-rider will be speaking and show¬ 
casing his latest product lines at the London Bike Show 
in February, but first, he shares his top tips for becoming 
a better cyclist... 

BUY THE RIGHT BIKE FOR YOU 

Bikes aren't one-size-fits-all, and designs can vary sig¬ 
nificantly. Also, ensuring your bike 'fits' you correctly will 
not only affect performance, but will play a big role in 
your comfort and avoiding injuries. 

"It's important that your bike is suitable for what you 
intend to use it for. If I was purely commuting, I'd choose 
a hybrid like the Shizuoka, that can go anywhere and 
take pannier racks. Someone riding sportives would 
need something different. Ensuring the bike is the right 
size is crucial. Spend time with people in a bike shop, 
such as Evans Cycles, and get them to make sure the 
bike fits correctly. An ill-fitting bike will easily put you off 
riding." 

GET FASTER AND FITTER BY RIDING INTERVALS 

If you want to improve your fitness on the bike, it pays 
to factor in some training tactics. 

"Time constraints often affect training, and it can be 
tough to make gains in the face of a busy work/life 
schedule. Intervals [which means alternating stints of 
high and low-intensity effort in one workout] help solve 
this problem, and often produce breakthroughs when 
your training has felt stale for a while. If you have a 
favourite climb, where there's not a lot of traffic, try 
doing 30 seconds of effort followed by 30 seconds re¬ 
covery. If you are at home on the turbo and listening to 
music, you can incorporate this by riding hard for one 
song, and easing off the next. Make sure you have 
warmed up properly first, and try to do around five ef¬ 
forts to start with; and just make sure the likes of Bo¬ 
hemian Rhapsody don't get stuck on repeat." 

SET SOME GOALS 

You don't have to start big with your goals, but having 


set targets to aim for will help keep you motivated, en¬ 
able you to monitor your progress and improvements 
and ensure your efforts are rewarded. 

"Setting yourself a target and writing these down can 
make the difference between achieving them or not. I 
used to set myself long-term goals, like becoming 
Olympic champion, but it's important to include shorter- 
term goals to help measure success and keep you moti¬ 
vated. It doesn't matter whether it's to be world 
champion or to ride your first sportive, it's important to 
have something to aim for." 

INVEST IN SUITABLE CLOTHING 

There may have been a time when the 'Lycra brigade' 
attracted sniggers, but there's a reason people invest in 
proper kit - in fact there are numerous reasons, including 
enhanced performance, comfort and even safety. 

"One of my more recent projects has been developing 
my HOY Vulpine kit. Wearing the right kit really does 
make a huge difference in performance and your com¬ 
fort - you wouldn't go running in a pair of leather shoes. 
Certainly get yourself a good pair of padded shorthand 
make sure you dress appropriately for the weather, lay¬ 
ering up when it's cold and keeping yourself dry when 
it's wet." 

FUEL PROPERLY 

Whether you're a weekend rider in it for the fun, or 
hoping to work on those personal bests in sportives, 
getting the nutrition and hydration right is important. 

"If you are going for a ride, always remember to take 
something with you. There are plenty of nutritional sup¬ 
plements that make it easy to get the energy you need. 
Science in Sport [SiS] GO gels are a great way to get a 
quick energy boost on the bike, and also, remember it's 
crucial to stay hydrated. The best advice I can give is to 
drink little and often - as soon as you feel thirsty, you are 
already starting to dehydrate."

monitored and re-assessed as necessary.

When you woke up this morning, what did you do? 
Leap out of bed, full of the joys of spring? Or clobber 
your alarm clock so hard, you need to buy a new 
one? 

I got woken at 5.20am by the pitter-patter of tiny 
feet running into my bedroom - but only really woke 
up with a cup of Earl Grey, a bowl of porridge, and a 
hot shower (not all at once) an hour later. 

It turns out the nation doesn't really feel awake 'til 
about 9.40am, according to Quaker Oats' #SuperStart 
survey, with 90% of us on autopilot first thing in the 
morning, a quarter of us skipping breakfast all to¬ 
gether, and a quarter not ready to face the day until 
10am. 

The average worker says their productivity doesn't 
kick in until around 11.22am - and two thirds are 
more productive in the afternoon. 

But there are all kinds of benefits to being an early 
bird, including greater willpower, which will help you 
make healthy choices, says psychologist Dr Linda Pa- 
padopoulos. 

"Developing a morning routine allows you to assert 
your own authority over the day." 

WHAT'S HAPPENING? 

Whether we're a morning person or night owl is de¬ 
termined by our body's 'circadian rhythms', which Dr 
Papadopoulos explains, are the physiological 
processes that occur repeatedly on approximately a 
24-hour cycle thanks to Earth's light-dark cycle. 

Our rhythms can be measured by our body tem¬ 
perature and alertness - plus there's a surge in the 
hormone cortisol in the morning, while the produc¬ 
tion of melatonin in the evening helps us prepare for 
sleep. 

In the olden days, we used to wake up at dawn and 
go to bed at dusk, but in modern life, Dr Papadopou¬ 
los says we're "outsourcing our circadian rhythms" to 
coffee and alcohol - a stimulant to wake us up and a 
relaxant to help us sleep. 

Add to that the fact we're all staring at mobile 
phones, tablets and TVs late into the night, which 
emit a blue light that suppresses melatonin produc¬ 
tion - and it's no wonder we're finding it hard to wake 
up. 

The good news is we can reset our body's biologi¬ 
cal clock to become better 'morning people', says Dr 
Papadopoulos: "To adjust your sleep cycle, do it 
slowly - avoid screen-time in the evenings, go to bed 
15 minutes earlier each night, leave your curtains 
open and use the sunlight to cue your circadian 
rhythms." 

HUSTLE BUSSELL 

Quaker has teamed up with Strictly Come Dancing 
judge Darcey Bussell to give Britain an energy boost 
in the mornings. The mum-of-two, who developed 
and teaches DDMIX dance classes, is a big fan of hav¬ 
ing a morning routine - and eating a good breakfast. 

"My alarm goes off 6.55AM every morning - and I 
never hit the snooze button! 

"As soon as I wake up, I either splash cold water on 
my face or jump straight in the shower. I put the radio 
on every morning as I find that good music picks me 
up. 

"A simple bowl of Quaker Oats porridge first thing 
is the best breakfast to get me on the right track for 
the rest of the day. I often also have fruit for breakfast, 
usually apples, blueberries or strawberries with a 
glass of water and a green tea. 



"I do the school run and then walk for 30 minutes 
with the dogs before I carry on with the rest of my 
day."

DESPITE defeat, Bridport Reserves manager Shaun 
Annetts claimed plenty of positives from his side's 
performance.
